The F)orl«lft Delegation Enthusiastic for 


tiie Eenornination of President Cleve- 
land— The Convention Will 
Probably 


Complete Its Work in Two E»ys. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.— Senator John 


M. Pfihner, of Illinois, chairman of the 
provisional committee appointed at. Chi- 
cago iivo weeks ago, called the convention 
of s-id Democrats to order at noon today 
ia Tcmlinson hall. 


The convention was opened, with prayer 


hy Eov. John White, the Episcopal bishop 
of the diocese of Indiana,. Es-Governor 
FJower, who had been selected as tem- 
porary chairman, delivered the opening 
speech. 


All the delegates have not yet ar- 


.Tivod, and the indications are that tho 
^fathering vrill exceed expectations, both 
in point of numbers and states repre- 
sented. From the lists In the hands 
of Secretary Wilson it is certain that over 
800 delegates will be present, representing 
forty-one or forty-two states and terri- 
tories. 


The Massachusetts delegation held a 


meeting yesterday, at which considerable 
enthusiasm was manifested. There was 
some talk about candidates, but no con- 
clusion was reached, and a committee of 
five was authorized, with Chairman Sigor- 
ney Butler atitshead, to canvass the situa- 
tion with other state delegations and de- 
termine the best course to pursue. It was 
decided tha,t,in case there was a probability 
of more than one ballot, a complimentary 
vote should be cast for Secretary Oiney. 
In case there seemed to be a probability 
that the convention will agree upon the 
first ballot, the Massachusetts delegation 
will not cast a complimentary vote, but 
vote for the candidate the gold Democrats 
intend to support. 


A currency plank, offered by Charles A. i 


Conant. v?ns udopted and Henry E. Lamb 
authorized to present it to the resolutions 
committee. This plank is one which has 
received the indorsement of the treasury 
a&jiartTnjjfit;, and contains suggestions bv 
Secretary Carlisle. It is in part as follows:

"We recognize the fact that the exist- 


ing currency system of the United States, 
created in a period of national stress, is 
not based upon sound and scientific prin- 
ciples, and requires serious revision to 
adapt it to the needs of commerce and 
production. 


"The tendency of the system of govern- 


ment paper money und national bank 
notes based upon bonded securities has 
been to restrict circulation where it was 
needed, to accumulate idle capital in a 
few centers, to subject the rate of interest 
to unjust fluctuations and radical inequal- 
ities in different sections, to restrict en- 
terprise and cripple industry, to make 
currency scarce in times of business ac- 
tivity and redundantly plentiful in times 
and places where it was needed, and at 
such timos to expel the surplus in the 
form of gold, the money of international 
exchange. 


"The gold standard has not been the 


cause, but tho victim of these conditions. 
The banks also have been the victims of 
laws not of their making, the result of 
war necessities, and have incurred un.- 
nierlted hostility, because they have been 
prevented by those laws from rendering 
the services to agriculture, industry and 
cojumerce which should be their logiti- 
n:u.te and natural function under a proper 
currency system. 


"We believe that the protection of the 


publlccredit against the results of agita- 
tion for the debasement of tho metallic 
standard has been rendered doubly diffi- 
cult by the defective character of our 
paj-er currency. The gold standard has 
borne the odium of events for which it is 
not responsible, and which should be di- 
rected against the vicious policy of gov- 
ernment-paper currency, subject to per- 
petual reiFsne. 


"We demand, therefore, that the initial 


stops be taken for tho withdrawal from 
simulation of thclegs*! tender notes, or for 
a change of the existing system of redemp- 
tion and reissue. 
And we demand, in

traction of the currency and that it may 
bo cjvpablo of re-isly adjustment to the do- 
mncds of business, that the present baak- 
icc law?

Prince fcobanoff-Rostovsfcy Stricken While 


Journeying to KieiT, 


LOXDON, Aug. 31.—A dispatch to The 


Telegraph from Kieff says that Prince Lo- 
banoff-Hostovsky, Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, died suddenly while travel- 
ing from Vienna to that place. Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovsky was in the company 
cf the czar at the time of his death, and 
his demise wus wholly without warning.

Whitney, at Fifth avenue and Fifty- 
seventh street. The ambassador of China, 
with the title of Su-Y, was presented to 
the president of the United States by Sec- 
retary Olney, bowing low. Then one of 
his suite handed to Earl Li a tablet of yel- 
low satin, on which were engrossed rows 
of Chinese characters, which his excellency 
read to the president. Ke read with great 
deliberation, placing a finger upon each 
character as he read it. At its conclusion 
his interpreter proceeded to read the ad- 
dress from an English translation, doing 
this with considerable effect. 
The ad- 


dress abounded in praise of President 
Cleveland and hopes that the cordial rela- 
tions existing between .the two govern- 
ments would ever continue. The presi- 
dent responded in a similar vein, bidding 
the distinguished Chinaman a most cor- 
dial welcome. 


At the banquet in the evening, which 


was presided over by George F. Seward, 
es-rainisf jr to Cnina, Earl Li also read an 
address. 


Li Hung Chang spent Sunday quietly 


at the Waldorf. In the morning he re- 
ceived his old friend, Colonel Forrester, 
and afterwards a delegation of Mott street 
merchants paid their respects to the vice- 
roy. 
In the afternoon Colonel Fred D. 


Grant escorted Earl Li and his party to 
the tomb of General Grant There were 
4,000 or 5,000 people on hand to see the 
great Chinaman. 


When the members of the party alighted 


from the carriages Li Hung Chang re- 
tained his seat until the big red plush 
chair was carried forward from one of the 
rear carriages. The walk from the drive 
to the tonib is only about fifty yards, but 
the august man doe? not walk when out- 
side of doors in China, and it was deemed 
proper that he should be carried to the 
spot in his own chair. Four stalwart po- 
licemen wore selected as the bearers. 


When the viceroy was let down at the 


door of the tomb he got. up from his seat, 
and preceded by Fred D. Grant, General 
Horace Porter nnd his interpreter entered 
the tomb. Li Hung Chang stood on tho 
first step, just inside the gaw. The florist's 
representative handed him a wreath, 
which he laid against the metal casket 
which contains Grant's remains. 


Then followed a moment of profound sl- 


lenoe. The viceroy bent his head, and 
seemed deeply impressed. He did not shed 
tears, as on the occasion when he visited 
the tomb of General Gordon. Turning to 
Colonel Grant he said: "I am profoundly 
touched by this visit to the grave of one 
of the greatest men I ever knew." 


Tho return drive was through Central 


Park to Seventy-second street and down 
Fifth avenue to the house of Colonel Fred 
Grant, where he called en Mrs. U. S. 
Grant, the widow of tho niau whose mem- 
ory he had just honored- He entered into 
a long talk with Mrs. Grant through the 
interpreter. He had met her in China when 
she was traveling with her husband, and 
ho seemed to hare a great many questions 
to ask.

REPRESENTS CARLISLE’S VIEWS.' 


The Florida J>o7e gat ion Enthusiastic for 
tho Ronoraluntion of President Clovo- 
lnml—Tho Convention W ill Probably 
Complete Its W ork In Two tfeys. 
Indtanapolts, Sept. 2.—Sonator John 
M. Palmer, of Illinois, chairman of the 
provisional committoo appointed at Chi­ 
cago iivo weeks ago, called the convention 
of gold Democrats to order at noon today 
in Tomlinson hall. 


The convention was opened with prayor 
by Row John White, the Episcopal bishop 
of the diocese of Indiana. Ex-Govornor 
Flower* who had boon solcctod as tem­ 
porary chairman, delivered the opening 
spcoch. 


All the dolelates have not yet ar­ 
rived, and tho indications aro that tho 
gathering will exceed expectations, both 
in point of numbers and states repre­ 
sented. 
From tho lists in tho hands 
of Secretary Wilson it is certain that over 
800 delegates will be present, representing 
forty-one or forty-two states and terri­ 
tories. 


Tho Massachusetts delegation held a 
meeting yesterday, at which considerable 
enthusiasm was manifested. There was 
Romo talk about candidates, but no con­ 
clusion was reached, and a committee of 
five was authorized, with Chairman Slgor- 
ney Butler at its head, to canvass tho situa­ 
tion with other state delegations and de­ 
termine the best course to pursue. It was 
decided that,in case thero was a probability 
of moro than one ballot, o, complimentary 
voto should be cast for Secretary Olnoy. 
In case there scorned to bo a probability 
that tho convention will a^reo upon the 
first ballot, tho Massachusetts delegation 
will not cast a complimentary vote, but 
voto for tho candidate tho gold Democrats 
intend to support. 


A currency plank, offered by Charles A. 
Conunt, was adopted and Henry E. Lamb 
authorized to present it to the resolutions 
committee. This plank is ono which has 
received the indorsement of tho treasury 
dfcpftrtmofiu, and contains suggestions by 
Secretary Carlisle. It is in part as follows; 


“Wo recognizo tho fuct that the exist­ 
ing currency system of tho United States, 
crcated in a period of national stress, is 
not based upon sound and scientific prin­ 
ciples, and requires serious revision to 
adapt It to tho needs of commerce and 
production. 


“The tendency of tho system of govern­ 
ment paper money and national bank 
notes based upon bonded securities has 
been to rostrict circulation where it was 
needed, to ucoumulato idle capital in a 
few centers, to subject tho rate of interest 
to unjust fluctuations and radical Inequal­ 
ities in different sections, to rostrict en­ 
terprise and cripple industry, to make 
cuiToncy scarce in times of business ac­ 
tivity and redundantly plentiful in times 
and places whero it was needed, and at 
such times to expel tho surplus in the 
form of gold, the money of international 
exchange. 


“Tho gold standard has not been the 
cause, but the victim of those conditions. 
The banks also havo boon tho victims of 
laws not of their making, tho result of 
war necessities, and havo Incurred un.- 
morited hostility, because thoy have boon 
prevented by these laws from rendering 
tho services to agriculture, industry and 
commerce which should bo their legiti­ 
mate and natural function under a proper 
currency systoin. 


“We beliove that tho protection of tho 
publiccredit against tho results of agita­ 
tion for the debasement of tho metallic 
standard has boon rendered doubly diffi­ 
cult by tho defective character of our 
paper currency. The gold standard has 
borne tho odium of events for which it is 
not responsible, and which should be di­ 
rected against the vicious polioy of gov­ 
ernment paper currency, subject to per­ 
petual reissue. 


“Wo demand, thoreforo, that tho initial 
stops be taken for tho withdrawal from 
circulation of the legal tender notes, or for 
a change of tho existing system of redemp­ 
tion and reissue. 
And wo demand, in 
order tliat there may bo no improper con- 
tnictlon of the currency aud that it may 
lx) capttblo of ready adjustment to tho de­ 
mands of business, that tho present bank­ 
ing laws be so modified as to intorposo no 
obstacle to tho creation of an elastic bank­ 
ing currency, subject to such control us 
shall insure uniformity, security and re­ 
demption in standard coin on demand,“ 


It is not improbable that a resolution 
declaring in favor of the income tax will 
be adopted by tho convention. It will not 
condemn the supremo court at all, and 
will provide that the constitution shall be 
amended fir^, *o a* to remove constitu­ 
tional olvovtkill.

Tho Florida delegation held an enthu­ 
siastic meeting last ni{?ht, at which thoy 
d&ddod to support Mr. Cleveland first, 
last and all the time. The members of tho 
delegation say thoy find a strong under­ 
current am on»* tho delegates from othor 
states favorable to tho president’s renomi­ 
nation. 


There is only ono content—from Con­ 
necticut, where then* are opposing dele­ 
gations. But tho settlement of this con­ 
test caso, it is thought, will be easily 
reachod, and Senator Caffery, of Louisi­ 
ana, has already been decided on for per­ 
manent chairman. A fter Senator Caffery 
has been Installed tho convention will ad­ 
journ until tomorrow, wheu the platform 
will be adopted and tho candidates named.

Prfnco Iiobanofr-Itostovsky Stricken While

L ondon, Aug. 81.—A dispatch to Tho 
Telegraph from Kicff says that Prince Lo- 
banoff-Rostovsky, Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, died suddonly whilo travel­ 
ing from Vienna to that place. Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovsky was in the company 
of the czar at the time of his death, and 
his domiso was wholly without warning.

Tho Greeting of President Cloveland to tho

New Yokk, Au?. 31.—Li ITung Chang 
entertained and was entertained on Sat­ 
urday at a rate which loft tho distinguished 
statesman in a state of almost breathless 
wonder. That, at least, was the judgment 
of those who saw him after tho last of tho 
functions, in all of which but ono ho was 
tho chicf iiguro. Earl^ in tho morning 
Socretary Olnoy sent in his card to tho 
nation’s guest at tho Waldorf and was re­ 
ceived by tho Chinese premier, returning 
tho call soon af tor ward. 


Later tho earl called upon the president 
of the United States, made and received 
an address, was called upon by Mayor 
Strong, and in tho ovening attonded a 
dinner given in his honor by former 
United States ministers to China. In go­ 
ing about Li Hung Chang is escorted by 
four ti’oops of United States cavalry. 


Tho meeting between President Cleve­ 
land and the Chineso prlnco took place at 
the residenco of ox-Socretary William C, 
Whitney, at Fifth avcnuo and Fifty- 
seventh street. Tho ambassador of China, 
with the title of Su-Y, was presented to 
the president of tho United States by Sec­ 
retary Olnoy, bowing low. Then ono of 
his suite handed to Earl Li a tablet of yel­ 
low satin, on which wore engrossed rows 
of Chinese characters, which his oxcollcncy 
read to the presidont, He read with great 
deliberation, placing a finger upon each 
character as he read it. At its conclusion 
his interpreter proceeded to read tho ad­ 
dress from an English translation, doing 
this with considerable offoct. 
The ad- 
dross abounded in praiso of Presidont 
Cleveland and hopes that the cordial rela­ 
tions existing between the two govern­ 
ments would ever continue. Tho presi­ 
dent responded in a similar vein, bidding 
tho distinguished Chinaman a most cor­ 
dial welcomo. 


At the banquet in the ovening, which 
was presided over by George F. Seward, 
ex-minister to China, Earl Li also read an 
address. 


Li Hung Chang spent Sunday quietly 
at tho Waldorf. In tho morning ho re­ 
ceived his old friend, Colonel Forrester, 
and afterwards a delegation of Mott streot 
morohants paid their respects to tho vice­ 
roy. In tho afternoon Colonel Fred D. 
Grant escorted Earl Li and his party to 
tho tomb of General Grant. Thero wero 
4,000 or 5,000 people on hand to seo tho 
great Chinaman. 


When tho mombersof the party alightod 
from the carriages Li Hung Chang re­ 
tained his seat until tho big red plush 
chair was carried forward from one of tho 
rear oarriagos. The walk from tho drive 
to tho tomb is only about fifty yards, but 
tho august man doos not walk when outr 
sido of doors in China, and it was deomod 
proper that ho should be carried to the 
spot in his own chair. Four stalwart po­ 
licemen wore selected as tho bearers. 


When tho viceroy was let down at tho 
door of tho tomb he got up from his seat, 
and preceded by Fred D. Grant, Goneral 
Horace Porter and his interpreter entered 
the tomb. Li Hung Chang stond on tho 
first step, just inside tho gate The florist’s 
representative handed him 
a wreath, 
which ho laid against tho metal casket 
which contains Urant’s remains. 


Then followed a momont of profound si­ 
lence, The viceroy bent his head, and 
seemed deeply impressed. Ho did not shed 
tears, as on tho occasion when ho visited 
tho tomb of Goneral Gordon. Turning to 
Colonel Grant ho said: “I am profoundly 
touched by this visit to the grave of one 
of tho greatest men I ever know.“ 


Tho return drive was through Central 
Park to Sovonty-second street and down 
Fifth avenuo to tho house of Colonel Fred 
Grant, whero ho called on Mrs. U, S. 
Grant, tho widow of tho man whoso mem­ 
ory ho had just honored. Ho entered into 
a long talk with Mrs. Grant through the 
interpreter. He had met hor in China when 
she was traveling with her husband, and 
he seemed to have a great many questions 
to ask. Ho presented Mrs. Grant with 
some valuable dross stuffs and two largo 
boxes of tea. Tho party at Colonel Grant’s 
house wero served with refreshments and 
the viceroy consented to drink a cup of 
tea, with somo bread. It was tho first par­ 
ticle of food Li Hung Chang has partaken 
of since ho came to this country, except 
that proparod by his own cooks. 


Li Hung Chang left this morning on the 
dispatch boat Dolphin for West Point, Ho 
is accompanied by tho members of his 
retinuoand otficers of tho United States 
government who are attending him dur­ 
ing his stay in this country. Assistant 
Secretary McAdoo, of tho navy, and M. W, 
Rockhiil, first assistant secretary of state, 
albo accompanied tho party 
Owing to a

land at West Point.

of the nervous centres, and not infre- 
quently much doubt is thrown on the 
bona-fides of plaintiffs in such cases. 
While, however, quite admitting the 
frequency with which fraud is at the 
bottom of claims against railroad com- 
panies, it does not do to forget that 
something else beside mere physical 
injury may result from a railway acci- 
dent. If terror, a sudden and intense 
horror, or, as eome would say, "a 
mere nervous shock." without any 
physical injury at all, will produce 
long-lasting changes in the mental 
and nervous mechanism, it would be 
strange indeed if such changes were 
not found in patients who, whatever 
the nature or extent of their outer in- 
juries, have gone through the terrible 
sho3k of a serious railway accident. 
From the moment of the first dancing 
on the rails, through the terrible time 
when passengers and portmanteaus 
are being tossed helplessly about, up 
to the moment when, with a final 
crunch, all becomes still, may not be 
a long time, bnt, short as it is, it is a 
spell of the intensest agony and ter- 
ror which can be conceived, and it 
would indeed be passing strange if it 
did not write deeply on many nervous 
systems its note of horror.—London 
Hospital.

New Way to Write Mnslo. 


The writing of music has made but 


rery little progress since the sixth cen- 
tury, when Pope Gregorlus I. Invented 
the system of notes wblch Is still in use. 
Fbe only changes which have been 
made in these thirteen centuries su-w 
illght Improvements, none of which 
have radically Interfered with the prin- 
ciple and form, of the Gregorian noret. 
Quite recently a new way has been 
found to simplify the writing down oT 
musical notes. The new system dop» 
away with the sharps and flats and 
with a great many of the more or lt>ss 
arbitrary signs that have been Intro- 
duced Into music writing. The science 
of music is not touched, but (lie new 
writing Is as much of an improvement 
over the old as the typewriting of to- 
day is compared to the writing of cen- 
turies ago. 


Professor Hans Wagner has built up 


his system upon the principle of giving 
one note to each key. At the present 
time some keys may be expressed iuu- 
slcally In three different ways, whilo 
under Professor Wagner's simplified 
writing the black keys of the piano have 
black notes, while the white keys are 
expressed by notes shown in outline. 
The natural consequence is that pieces 
which were difficult to read are now 
brought within the scope of those who 
were good performers, although lodif- 
ferent theoretical musicians.

CONCLUSION. 


When breakfast is over and a few mo- 


tneuts spent with the only man we have 
met awheel in the park, we make anoth- 
er start, this time for Norris Geyser Ba- 
sin, 11 miles from the Hotel. On this

Basin. Being as they are side by side,

and the fall in the river over a succession 
of rapids, with one of about 140 feet at

an angle of 45 degrees, makes a grand 
sight, as the bed is of a pebbly formation 


> 
keeping the water in a sheet of white 
loam the entire distance. We pass on 
now by Norris basin along to the Mam- 
tooth Hot Springs, a description of which 
I will give returning, as we return by the 
same road. This is the starting point 
for all visitors entering the park from 
the north by wagon or railroad. 


Arriving at the Mammoth Hot Springs 


about 12 o'clock we pass through the 
Fort and climb the Terraces, which are 
a few feet south of the buildings. The 
Mammoth Hot Springs, it is said, are 
How without a rival as the most remark- 
able development of thermal action in 
the world—occupying 170 acres, with 
thirteen distinct terraces and over fifty 
active springs. These are located upon 
terraces built up of the contents of the 
water which comes from them, as is evi- 
dent to the visitor and can easily be seen 
. by the fact that the water flows in one 
^ direction until the terrace builds up so 


as to cause it to flow over at another 
point. 
To visitors entering the park 


from the north this is a great sight but 
to one entering from the west, as we did 
after seeing the other scenery, it is less 
interesting. We however visit the larg- 
est and most interesting points, among 
them being Liberty Cap, which is an ex- 
tinct hot spring fifty Uo feet high and 
twenty feet in diameter at the base. It 
is formed of over-lapping layers'of de- 
posit, evidently having been built up by 
the overflow of water through the orifice 
IH the top. The next place is Minerva 
Terrace, which is built up of v the con- 
tents of the water 40 feet high, coverin^ 
about three-fourths of an acre, with a 
hot spring at the summit some twenty 
feet in diameter. The quantity of prater 
overflowing is small compared with the 
amount of deposit, which is about eiie 
sixteenth of an inch in four'days £ Ifence 
you can imagine how fast these terraces 
are built. The next of importance is 
Jupiter Terrace, which has the largest 
spring in this section, the diameter of 
which is nearly 100 feet and the terrace 
occupies nearly fivu acres. On the as- 
cent to this spring we have a view of 
Xthc finest terrace in this locality. As we 


have seen s:> many springs and geysers 
we stop to see only the most important 
Jiere, after Avhich we return to the Fort, 
where we are shown six elk, six ante 
lopes and three beavers that are being 
tamed to send to the national Capitol. 
I forgot to mention that on our road to 


- the springs we passed four wagons with 


a buffalo on each. The animals were 
bought in Texas and Canada to be put 
on the island in the lake. 


We leave here now, and as the eleva- 


tion is 6,387 feet we travel four miles 
which we have to walk nearly all the way 
as we rise nearly 1000 feet in the distance 
passing through Golden Gate, which is a 
piece of road passing along the base of 
Bunsen Peak with the Southern extrem- 
ity of Terrace Mountain to our left 
Through this pass flows the Gardiner 
river, which has a beautiful falls of 
about 60 feet at the west end of the pass 
and affords a grand scene. 
The con- 


struction of this road—bcarcely a mile in 
length—was accomplished at an expense 
of $14,000, it being the most difficult 
piece of road building yet encountered 
by the government engineers. About 
400 feet from the falls we pass a pillar 
about 12 feet high, which was at one 
time a part of the solid mountain through 
which this road runs. The rocky wafh 
which rise 200 and 300 feet are covered 
with a yellow mass, hence the name- 
Golden Gate. 


Leaving this place we travel on 


through a beautiful valley or basin, as it 
is called, for six miles when we come to 
»he Apollinaris Springs where we stop 


. -for a drink of this delicious spring 


water, which is as fine and refreshing as 
the article of commerce We also stop 
here one hour for lunch or dinner, when 
' ^e are on our wheels again and off for 
v Norris Basin, and soon come to Ob- 
sidian Cliff. 


Obsidian Cliff is a wonderful- moun- 


tain of glass rising about 2-50 feet above 
the road, the road passing along its base 
for 1000 feet. The votjcal columns of 
oteidian, present a ^listening, mirror- 
like effect when slrurk bv the reflection 
of the sun's rays. The greater part of 
this mineral gLiss is jet biack and quite 
opaque, with trdcc^ of similar formation 
in which can be seen streaks of red and 


who, 
it is said congregated here in great 


numbers. While this cliff IK on one 'bide, 
Beaver Lake h on tho other, and we ride 
along it for one mile. There are a num- 
ber of beaver dams in this lake, and one 
beaver house still inhabited. 
As the 


laws regauling the killing of game arc 
so rigidly enforced, this lake is becom- 
ing alive with different kinds of water 
fowl; this lake is one mile long and a 
quarter of a mile wide. 


Sailing on over the finest road in the 


park, we do not pass anything of inter- 
est until we come to Norris Geyser Ba- 
sin, except the Devil's Frying Pan, 
which is a spring about 20 feet in diame- 
ter and resembles a large pan containing 
hot grense having some water poured 
into it. We have doubled over 20 miles 
of the best road in the park—from Nor- 
ris to the Spring and return—and are at 
Norris Basin, which has a number of 
eruptive geysers. These are not as in- 
teresting to us as they are to the visitors 
From the north, for tue reason that we 
iiave seen more interesting ones in the 
Upper Basin, yet we are compelled to 
stop and look at the interesting few, 
among which are the Congress, Con- 
stant, Black Growler, New Crater and 
Smerald Pool. The more important of 
;hese is the Black Growler, Avhich is con- 
inually spouting forth a stream of steam 
about as large as a man's body to the 
icight of 25 feet, with an occasional 
•umbling noise like the falling of some 
arge rocks upon others. 
Constant or 


minute man" is a little geyser about 300 
eet from the former, and spouts up 
very 60 seconds throwing a small stream 
nto the air about 20 feet, lasting a few 
econds. Emerald Pool, a short distance 
from the Black Growler, is a handsome 
emerald-tinted spring, 40x50 feet in size. 


Once more on our "bikes." we are off 


for the Fountain Hotel—our starting 
point. Three miles from these geysers 
we enter Elk Park, a beautiful valley 
surrounded by heavily timbered hills 
and mountains, with the Gibbon River 
quietly winding through it, which leads 
us into Gibbon Canyon; here we follow 
the river for about four miles along pre- 
cipitious cliffs at places some 2000 high. 
This road, throughout the canyon's en- 
tire length, could hardly have been bet- 
ter constructed to afford a more com- 
plete and thorough inspection of the 
wild beauty of rock and glen. 


Upon arriving at the Gibbon Falls, 


whose waters, tumbling in a foamy tor- 
rent down a series of steep cascades, in 
a thin, shining ribbon of silvery sprav 
from a height of something over eighty 
feet, fittingly conclude the attractions of 
Gibbon Canyon. 


The portion of the ride from the -Falls 


to the valley of the Firehole River is a 
beautiful ride over an eastern park-like 
road through a succession of pine clad

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 1.—The embas- 


sies were not illuminated yesterday, the 
anniversary of tho sultan's accession to 
the throne, owing to tho recent massacres. 
The dragomen of the embassies, while 
they went to tho Ylldlz kiosk to convey 
the good wishes of the ambassadors, were 
Instructed to leave notes, which, although 
they congratulate the sultati upon the 
anniversary of his accession to tho throne 
^xpressed deep regrets at the recent out^ 
rages. There is no longer any doubt that 
tho massacres were organized by tha Turk- 
ish authorities. 


Renewed Attacks Expected. 


MADBID, Sept. a-OfflcIal dispatches 


from Manila swte that several small towns 
in tho Philippine islands have revolted 
and that attacks have been made on the 
gendarmes, whose captain was killed. Re- 
inforcements have been dispatched and 
ships sent to Mindanao, the second largest 
of the Philippine islands. Four thousand 
troops will be sent to Manila. Governor 
Blanco has cabled to tho authorities that 
the natives and half breeds have been ex- 
cited by secret societies in various portions 
of the islands and that renewed outbreaks 
are expected. 


Oldest Bank President Dead. 


AMSTEKDAM,N, Y., Sopt 2.—Daniel Spra- 


ker, the oldest bank president In the 
United States, died yesterday afc his home 
in Fonda, aged 93 years.' He established 
the Spraker bank at Canajoharle in 1853, 
and the Mohawk Biver bank at Fonda In 
1858. He became president of the latter 
institution, and held the office for forty 
years. 


Serious Conflicts on the Turkish Border. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 3.—Serious con- 


flicts took place on Aug. 37 on the Turk- 
ish-Bulgarian frontier, near the villages 
of Adarashittzo and Kazllk. A Turkish 
officer and several Turkish soldiers were 
killed. The Bulgarians did not suffer any 
tosses. The Bulgarian government is re- 
inforcing tha troops on the frontier.

This, the Fountain, Hotel is an ele- 


gantly constructed hotel with all modern 
improvements, and the only one in the 
park with natural hot water baths. The 
accommodations at the hotels are very 
good, and the rates are $4.00 per day- 
one dollar for each meal and one dollar 
for lodging. 


As we have been afl through the park 


on the park loads, and have seen more 
than the visitor sees in six days on the 
coach, we stop a few minutes in Lower 
Geyser Basin to see a few more geysers 
&c. 
This is bur 9th day. 
We ride 


2,000 feet to Fountain Geyser, which we 
did not see erupt as the eruptions occur 
at intervals of from two to four hours; 
we did not wait for an eruption. A few 
hundred feet from the geyser is the Mam- 
moth Paint Pot. This remarkable mud 
cauldron has a basin which measures 40 
by 60 feet .with a mud rim on three sides, 
which are from four to five feet in 
height. The whitish substance which is 
in this basin is in constant agitation, and 
resembles some vast boiling pot of paint 
or a large bed of mortar, and the contin- 
uous boiling Iras reduced the contents to 
a thoroughly mixed mass of selicious 
clay. There is a continuous bubbling up 
of mud, producing sounds like a hoarse- 
ly whispered "plop, plop," which rises in 
hemispherical masses, cones and rings. 


As I suppose the reader is tired of 


reading about geysers, I will not detain 
you with a description of any more, but 
will say we visited the Great Fountain 
Geyser and numerous other springs in 
that vicinity, which are about 2 miles 
from the hotel, after which we return to 
the hotel, and strapping our "kodak"— 
which was loaded with park scenes 
upon our back, we, at 9.00 a. m., bid the 
grandest of all grand and wonderful 
places adieu and leave for our little city 
by the briny lake.

who, it is said congregated here in groat 
numbers. 
While this cliiT is on one side, 
Beaver Lake is on tho other, and avc ride 
along it for one mile. There are a num* 
bcr of beaver dams in this lake, and one 
beaver house still inhabited. 
As the 
laws regarding the killing of game are 
so rigidly enforced, this lqkc is becom­ 
ing alive with different kinds of water 
fowl; this lake is one mile long and a 
quarter of a mile wide. 


Sailing on over the finest road in the 
park, we do not pass anything of inter- 
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When breakfast is over and a few mo* 
Incuts spent with tho only man we have 
met awheel in the park, we make anoth­ 
er start, this time for Norris Geyser Ba­ 
sin, 11 miles from the Hotel. On this 
road there isn’t much to be seen except 
the Virginia Cascades and the Beud in 
the Road, which are G miles from Norris 
Basin. Being as they arc side by side, 
And the fall in the river over a succession 
of rapids, with one of about 140 feet at 
an angle of 45 degrees, makes a grand 
sight, as the bed is of a pebbly formation 
keeping the water in a sheet of white 
foam the entire distance. 
We pass on 
now by Norris basin along to the Mam­ 
moth Hot Springs, a description of which 
I will give returning, as we return by the 
same road. This is the starting point 
for all visitors entering the park from 
the north by wagon or railroad. 


Arriving at the Mammoth Hot Springs 
about 12 o’clock we pass through the 
Fort and climb the Terraces, which are 
a few feet south of tho buildings. The 
Mammoth Hot Springs, it is said, are 
now without a rival as tho most remark­ 
able development of thermal action in 
the world—occupying 170 acres, with 
thirteen distinct terraces and over fifty 
active springs. These are located upon 
terraces built up of the contents of the 
'water which comes from them, as is evi­ 
dent to the visitor and can easily be seen 
by the fact that the water flows in one 
direction until the terrace builds up so 
as to cause it to flow over at another 
point. 
To visitors entering the park 
from the north this is a great sight but 
to one entering from the west, as we did, 
after seeing the other scenery, it is less 
interesting. 
Wo however visit the larg­ 
est and most interesting points, among 
them being Liberty Cap, which is an ex­ 
tinct hot spring fifty two feet high and 
twenty feet in diameter at the base. It 
is formed of over-lapping layers of de­ 
posit, evidently having been built up by 
the overflow of water through the orifice 
in the top. The next place is Minerva 
Terrace, which is built up of * the con­ 
tents of the water 40 feet high, covering 
about three-fourths of an acre, with a 
hot spring at the summit some twenty 
feet in diameter. The quantity of {water 
overflowing is small compared with the 
amount of deposit, which is about one 
sixteenth of an inch in four days * hencc 
you can imagine how fast these terraces 
are built. The next of importance is 
Jupiter Terrace, which has the largest 
spring in this section, the diameter of 
which is nearly 100 feet and the terrace 
occupies nearly fiv^ acres. On the as­ 
cent to this spring we have a view of 
y^the finest terrace in this locality. As we 
have seen so many springs and geysers 
wc stop to see only the most important 
here, after which we return to tho Fort, 
where wo arc shown six elk, six ante 
lopes and three beavers that are being 
tamed to send to the national Capitol. 
I forgot to mention that on our road to 
the springs we passed four wagons with 
a bull'alo on each. The animals were 
bought in Texas and Canada to be put 
on the island in the lake. 
^ We leave here now, and as the eleva­ 
tion is G,tfS7 feet wc travel four miles, 
which wc have to walk nearly all the way 
us wc rise nearly lOUOfcet in the distance, 
passing through Golden Gate, which is a 
piece of road passing along the base of 
Bunsen Peak with the Southern extrem­ 
ity of Terrace Mountain to our left. 
Through this pass Hows the Gardiner 
river, which has a beautiful falls of 
about 00 feet at the west end of the pass 
and affords a grand scene, 
The con­ 
struction of this road—scarcely a mile in 
length—was accomplished at an expense 
of $14,000, it being the most difficult 
piece of road building yet encountered 
by the government engineers. 
About 
400 feet from the falls we pass a pillar 
about 12 feet high, which was at one 
time a part of the solid mountain through 
which this road runs. The rocky walls 
W hich rise 200 and ¿300 feet are covered 
with a yellow mass, hence the name— 
Golden Gate. 


Leaving this place we travel oil 
through a beautiful valley or basin, as it 
is called, for six miles when we come to 
. the Apollinaris Springs where we stop 
* for a drink of this delicious spring 
. Water, which is as fine and refreshing as 


qf the article of commerce 
We also stop 
liero one hour for lunch or dinner, when 


* we are on our wheels again and off for 
/ ’■Horris Basin, and soon come to Ob- 
' exilian Cliff. 


Obsidian Cliff is a wonderful, moun­ 
tain of glass rising about 250 feet above 
the road, the road passing along its ixise 
for 1000 feet. The vertical columns of

cst until wc come to Norris Geyser Ba­ 
sin, except the Devil’s Frying Pan, 
which is a spring about 20 feet in diame­ 
ter and resembles a large pan containing 
hot grense having some water poured 
into it. Wo have doubled over 20 miles 
of the best road in the park—from Nor­ 
ris to the Spring and return-—and are at 
Norris Basin, which has a number of 
eruptive geysers. These arc not as in­ 
teresting to us as they are to the visitors 
from the north, for tiie reason that we 
have seen more interesting ones in the 
Upper Basin, yet we arc compelled to 
stop and look at the interesting few, 
among which are the Congress, Con­ 
stant, Black Growler, New Crater and 
Emerald Pool. The more important of 
these is the Black Growler, which is con­ 
tinually spouting forth a stream of steam 
about as large as a man’s body to the 
height of 25 feet, with an occasional 
rumbling noise like the falling of some 
largo rocks upon others. 
Constant or 
“minute man” is a little geyser about 300 
feet from the former, and spouts up 
every GO seconds throwing a small stream 
into the air about 20 feet, lasting a few 
seconds. Emerald Pool, a short distance 
from the Black Growler, is a handsome 
emerald-tinted spring, 40x50 feet in size. 


Once more on our “bikes.” we are off 
for the Fountain Hotel—our starting 
point. Three miles from these geysers 
we enter Elk Park, a beautiful valley 
surioundcd by heavily timbered hills 
and mountains, with the Gibbon River 
quietly winding through it, which leads 
us into Gibbon Canyon; here wc follow 
the river for about four miles along pre- 
cipitious cliffs at places some 2000 high. 
This road, throughout the canyon’s en­ 
tire length, could hardly have been bet­ 
ter constructed to afford a more com­ 
plete and thorough inspection of the 
wild beauty of rock and glen. 


Upon arriving at the Gibbon Falls, 
whose waters, tumbling in a foamy tor­ 
rent down a series of steep cascades, in 
a thin, shining ribbon of silvery spray 
from a height of something over eighty 
feet, fittingly conclude the attractions of 
Gibbon Canyon. 


The portion of the ride from the Falls 
to the valley of the Firehole River is a 
beautiful ride over an eastern park-like 
road through a succession of pine clad 
terraces, affording as grand a scene as 
any through some of the artificial parks 
of the east. 
Riding on about three 
miles farther, wc cross the east fork of 
Firehole river and are now on the road 
to the hotel—the same road that we rode 
over the first night in the park, and are 
just one mile from the hotel, which we 
¿•each at 8:15, after covering a distance of 
75 miles and seeing many sights worth 
the trip. 


This, the Fountain, Hotel is an ele- 
gautly constructed hotel with all modern 
improvements, and the only one in the 
park with natural hot water baths. The 
accommodations at the hotels are very 
good, and the rates are $4.00 per day— 
one dollar for each meal and one dollar 
for lodging. 


As we have been ajl through the park 
on the park joads, and have seen more 
than the visitor sees in six days on the 
coach, wc stop a few minutes in Lower 
Geyser Basin to see a few more geysers, 
&c. 
This is our 9th day. 
We ride 
2,000 feet to Fountain Geyser, which we 
did not see erupt as the eruptions occur 
at intervals of from two to four hours; 
we did not wait for an eruption. A few 
hundred feet from the geyser is the Mam­ 
moth Paint Pot. This remarkable mud 
cauldron has a basin which measures 40 
by GO feet .with a mud rim on three sides, 
which are from four to five feet in 
height. 
The whitish substance which is 
in this basin is in constant agitation, and 
resembles some vast boiling pot of paint 
or a large bed of mortar, and the contin­ 
uous boiling has reduced the contents to 
a thoroughly mixed mass of selicious 
clay. There is a continuous bubbling up 
of mud, producing sounds like a hoarse­ 
ly whispered “plop, plop,” which rises in 
hemispherical masses, cones and rings. 


As I suppose the reader is tired of 
reading about geysers, I will not detain 
you with a description of any more, but 
will say we visited tho Great Fountain 
Geyser and numerous other springs in 
that vicinity, which are about 2 miles 
from the hotel, after which we return to 
the hotel, and strapping our “kodak”— 
which was loaded with park scenes— 
upon our back, we, at 0:00 a. m.f bid the 
grandest of all grand and wonderful 
places adieu and leave for our little city 
by the briny lake.

A large insurance company has re- 


cently published returns for 17,375 
deaths, covering a period of ten years 
from 1884 to 1893. 
Of this number 


759 were the result of accident, in- 
cluding 76 homicides. This is an appall- 
ing proportion of murders. No country 
in the world, not even Sicily, could 
match it. Elsewhere sober, respect- 
able, thrifty men who insure their 
lives are tolerably safe against mur- 
der. Here in every 2000 who die nine 
are murdered. Of these nineteen were 
thot in personal quarrels. Actually 
of the class which insures in this 
country for every 1000 who die one is 
killed red-handed trying to kill some 
one else. No such barbarism exists 
on the planet in any other land calling 
itself civilized. 


One of the most remarkable men in 


public life at this time is Hon. H. W. 
Thompson, of Indiana, ex-Secretary 6* 
the Navy. Mr. Thompson is now in 
his eighty-seventh year, and has been 
in public life ever since 1836. 
This 


year he presided over the Indiana 
State Convention, and then visited St. 
Louis as a delegate to the National Re- 
publican Convention. 
In spite of his 


advanced years, his mind is still vig- 
orous and unimpaired, while his body 
retains much of its former elasticity. 
He is to-day much stronger than hun- 
dreds of men who are twenty and 
thirty years his junior and is capable 
of doing more hard work. As far back 
as 1840, when William Henry Har- 
rison was a candidate lor President of 
the United States, Mr. Thompson was 
chosen as one of the electors froia In- 
diana on the Whig ticket. Ever since 
that time he has been a factor in 
American politics, and has participat- 
ed in every political campaign. 
Mr. 


Thompson is six months older than 
Gladstone and six years older than 
Bismarck, but while these veterans 
have Jaid aside the cares of office Mr. 
Thompson is still actively engaged in 
public affairs. 
On being asked the 


secret of his vigorous health at such a 
patriarchal age, he replied that he had 
, 


never indulged in vicious habits or al- i 
lowed himself to acquire a taste for in- ) 
toxicaiing drinks. If a man possesses 
a Rood constitution at the beginning 
of life and does nothing to impair or 
diminish his physical birthright* in 
the opinion of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, tbere is no reason why his days 
should not be long in the land; cor 
has he any excuse, provided he baa a 
f.iir amount of brains, for not becom- 
ing a potential factor in his day and 
generation.

itself civilized.

On being asked the 
secret of his vigorous health at such a 
Xmtriarcbal age, he replied that he had 
never indulged in vicious habits or al­ 
lowed himself to acquire a taste for in­ 
toxicating drinks. 
If a man ppssesses 
a good constitution at the beginning 
of life and does nothing to impair or 
dimmish his physical birthright, in

some places the destruction of prop- 
erty by rodents was a serious item in 
the total of the general misery of the 
peasant class. Great swarms of these 
mice would suddenly appear in gran- 
aries, flour mills and storehouses, and 
in a few days little would be left ex- 
cept the barrels or sacks. The mice 
seemed to have lost their ordinary fear 
of cats and would even rush at them, 
relying on their force of numbers to 
make up for the loss of a few of their 
fellow mice. 


All kinds of traps were tried, but 


seemed to make no diminution of the 
numbers. Some made their rendez- 
vous in churches, and fed off the can- 
dles and prayer books. In the fields 
they were so numerous that the women, 
who do the most of the farming in 
Russia, positively refused to go to 
work, or, if they did, wore men's top 
boots, with trousers bound tightly 
around the knees or ankles. 


The government of the province 


most iutested finally offered a large 
reward ^lor some means of extermina- 
ting the mice, and the bacteriological 
laboratories undertook the task of dis- 
covering some infectious disease that 
could be started among the mice that 
would make them die rapidly. There 
are a number of diseases which the 
lower animals at times develop which 
they alone are liable to. There are a 
number of human diseases which are 
fatal to animals also. 


Thus, tetanus, or lockjaw, affects 


most animals as well as man, and mice 
are especially susceptible to it. Pas- 
teur discovered a microbe, called the 
bacillus of malignant oedema, which 
can always be obtained by introducing 
under the skin of a rabbit or mouse a 
small quantity of ordinary garden 
earth. Mice, guinea pigs and rabbits, 
and many large animals are promptly 
killed by it. There is a special bacil- 
lus causing cholera and blood poison- 
ing in chickens, rabbits and small 
animals, which rapidly proves fatal to 
'mice. There is a bacillus of hog 
cholera, which also affects mice. There 
is a bacillus which is especially likely 
to cause erysipelas and blood poison- 
ing in mice. It kills rabbits, white 
mice and house mice, but does not 
affect field mice- 


One of the laboratories obtained a 


microbe from a guinea pig who died a 
natural death, which proved to be 
especially deadly to mice, who died at 
the end of two or three days after 
being inoculated. The trouble with 
these microbes was that the mice had 
to be caught first and inoculated witb 
a hypodermic syringe. 


After much investigation the Russian 


bacteriologists discovered a microbe 
which not only killed mice when in- 
jected into them, but proved fatal if 
placed in their food. The name is the 
bacillus typlii murium. It resembles 
somewhat the bacillus of typh aid fever. 
Though deadly to mice it did not seem 
to affect rabbits, guinea wigs, pigeons 
or chickens. 


To produce the new mice poison the 


poisonous germs are cultivated in test 
tubes of gelatine. 
Then they are 


mixed with bread and water and dis- 
tributed * where the mice 
abound. 


The mice die rapidly, and the dead 
mice seem to kill off more than the 
poisoned food. 


The people in the province were 


overwhelmed with gratitude at the 
success of the scientists. 


As an illustration of the abundance 


of mice before this method was tried, 
the United States Consul at Odessa 
writes that when the army of mice. 
swarmed over houses and huts through 
the conntt y, not only the -dogs and 
cats refused to molest them, but the 
mice attacked men. While he himself 
was waiting for a train on a branch 
line of the Southwestern Railway, a 
clergyman with long hair, who was 
walking up and down the platform, 
stopped for a moment and raised the 
end of a canvas which served as a cov- 
er for a large quantity of wheat, which 
was awaiting shipment. In an instant 
an army of mice ran over him, and his 
beard, hair and cloak were literallv 
alive with them. To brush them of) 
took some time, and when he finally 
thought himself free, he was dismayed 
to find a mouse in each of his trous- 
ers' pockets.

Asbestos is a nonconductor of heat 
and cold, and in conjunction with a 
waterproof material will have the ef­ 
fect of counteracting the influence of 
heat, cold and moisture.

that asbestos-lined boots cannot creak 
in wear, and are much more flexible 
than ordinary boots,

psbeBtos boots can walk over live elec­ 
tric wires in safety, as it is a noncon­ 
ductor. 


A Sheep Story. 


Having read from time to time in 
your pages notable instances of saga* 
city in dogs and cats, it has occurred 
to me that the following well authen­ 
ticated record of tho intelligence ot a 
sheep may possess, at least, the in­ 
terest of novelty. 
Two years ago a 
lamb owned by a gentleman whose 
farm lies close to Lough Foyle was 
left motherless. 
A yardman in charge 
of the flock nursed and fed the little 
orphan. 
She became very tame, and 
was much petted by her master’s chil­ 
dren. 
Last year she liaaJgrown into a 
young sheep, with a lamb of her own, 
One day some dogs ran through the 
pasture ground, and the frightened 
flock scattered and fled through the 
field, which was a large one, sloping 
toward the 
shore. 
The yardman, 
Aleck, banished the intruders, and col­ 
lected tho sheep, as he supposed, into 
safety. 


An hour or two afterward the pet 
sheep rushed past the dwelling house 
apparently in great distress. 
With 
piteous bleatings she went to the lodge- 
gate, where Aleck was sitting at his 
noonday meal, and coming close to 
him seemed to seek his help. 
As he 
rose from the table she ran out of the 
house and straight through the pas­ 
ture to the shore. 
He followed her, 
and soon saw the cause of her alarm. 
Her lamb, terrified by tho dogs, had 
fled to a little peninsula among the 
rocks, which the incoming tide had 
transformed into an island. Of course, 
it could not cross the strait, and the 
mother could not save it, therefore 
she had appealed to the power and 
sympathy of her human friend. 
Her 
trust in his help was not disappointed, 
and she and her rescued offspring weie 
soon sal'ely reunited,—London Spec* 
tator. 


The Leap Year Bird. 


One of th<* most interesting species 
of bird3 described by Mr. Elliott is 
red-necked 
phalarope, 
a beautiful 
bird, of which we see little in these 
islands, the London News says, but 
which is upon its native heath in the 
Arctic regions of America. 
It is es­ 
pecially remarkable because, as rarely 
happens among birds, tho female is 
larger and more brightly colored than 
her mate. 


And it is the hen bird that does all 
the courting. 
“ The male,” says Mr. 
Elliott, “is as coy and retiring as the 
most bashful maiden, turning away 
trom the proffered attentions, first to 
this side, then to that, even flying to 
the opposite side of the pool, or to an­ 
other near b y ; but all in vain, for ho 
is followed by the fair one who has 
chosen him from his fellows, 
and 
there is no escape. 
At last, like any 
other poor bachelor so 
beset, he 
yields, and the nest, a slight structure 
of dry stalks, is placed in tho center 
of a tuft of grass. 
The eggs are four 
in number, "‘On these the poor male, 
the victim of woman's rights, is ob­ 
liged to sit the greater part of the 
time, the female amusing herself on 
the pool near by.” 


Fearful Ravages or tho Rodents tho 
Past Three Years—Scientists Find 
a Remedy for tho Posts. 


OUTHERN RUSSIA, and Si­ 
beria in the last three yenrs 
1 have been tho scene of tho rise 
1 
and fall of a pest of mice. 
In 


some places the destruction of prop­ 
erty by rodents was a serious item in 
tho total of the general misery of the 
peasant class. 
Great swarms of thesa 
mice would suddenly appear in gran­ 
aries, flour mills and storehouses, and 
in a few days little would bo left ex­ 
cept the barrels or sacks. 
The mice 
seemed to have lost their ordinary fear 
of cats and would oven rush at them, 
relying on their force of numbers to 
make up for the loss of a few of their 
fellow mice. 


All kinds of traps were tried, but 
seemed to make no diminution of tho 
numbers. 
Some mado their rendez­ 
vous in churches, and fed off the can­ 
dles and prayer books. 
In the fields 
they were so numerous that the women, 
who do tho most of tho iarming in 
Russia, positively refused to go to 
work, or, if they did, woro men’s top 
boots, with trousers bound tightly 
around the knees or ankles. 


The government of the province 
most infested finally offered a large 
reward 'lor some means of extermina­ 
ting the* mice, and the bactoriologioal 
laboratories undertook the task of dis­ 
covering some infectious disease that 
could be started among the mice that 
would make them die rapidly. 
There 
are a number of diseases which the 
lower animals at times develop which 
they alone are liable to. 
There are a 
number of human diseases which are 
fatal to animals also. 


Thus, tetanus, or lockjaw, aiiects 
most animals as well as man, and mice 
are especially susceptible to it. 
Pas­ 
teur discovered a microbe, called the 
bacillus of malignant oedema, which 
can always be obtained by introducing 
under the skin of a rabbit or mouse a 
small quantity of ordinary garden 
earth. 
Mice, guinea pigs and rabbits, 
and many large animals are promptly 
killed by it. 
There is a special bacil­ 
lus causing cholera and blood poison­ 
ing in chickens, rabbits and small 
animals, which rapidly proves fatal to 
1 mice. 
There is a bacillus of hog 
cholera, which also affects mice. There 
is a bacillus which is especially likely 
to cause erysipelas and blood poison­ 
ing in mice. 
It kills rabbits, white 
mice and house mice, but does not 
affect field mice. 


One of the laboratories obtained a 
microbe from a guinea j>ig who died a 
natural death, which proved to bo 
especially deadly to mice, who died at 
the end of two or three days after 
being inoculated. 
The trouble with 
these microbes was that the mice had 
to be caught first and inoculated with 
a hypodermic syringe. 


After much investigation the Russian 
bacteriologists discovered a microbe 
which not only killed mice when in­ 
jected into them, but proved fatal if 
placed m their food. 
The name is tho 
bacillus typhi murium. 
It resembles 
somewhat the bacillus of typh Did fever. 
Though deadly to mice it did not seem 
to ailect rabbits, guinea pigs, pigeons 
or chickens. 


To produce the new mice poison tho 
poisonous germs are cultivated in test 
tubes of gelatine. 
Then they are 
mixed with bread and water and dis­ 
tributed ¿where the mice 
abound. 
The mice die rapidly, and the dead 
mice seem to kill oft* more than the 
poisoned food. 


The people in the province were 
overwhelmed with gratitude at the 
success of the scientists. 


As an illustration of the abundance 
of mice before this method was tried, 
the United States Consul at Odessa 
writes that when the army of mice, 
swarmed over houses and huts through 
the countiy, not only the dogs and 
cats refused to molest them, but the 
mice attacked men. 
While he himself 
was waiting for a train on a branch 
line of the Southwestern Railway, a 
clergyman with long hair, who was 
walking up and down the platform, 
stopped for a moment and raised the 
end of a canvas which served as a cov­ 
er for a large quantity of wheat, which 
was awaiting shipment. 
In an instant 
an army of mice ran over him, and hie 
beard, hair and cloak were literal!? 
alive with them. 
To brush them ofl 
took some time, and when he finally 
thought himself free, he was dismayed 
to find a mouse in each of his trous­ 
ers' pockets.

Xivcd, and the Indications aro that tho 
gathering will exceed expectations, both 
in point of numbers and states repro- 
scnicd. 
From 
tho lists In tho hands 
of Seoi-etary Wilson it is certain that over 
800 deloitatoa will be present, representing 
forty-one or forty-two states and terri- 
torios. 


Tho Maspachufictts delcfration held a 
mcüting yesterday, at which considorablo 
enthusiasm was manlfest-cd. There was 
fioiuo talk about candidates, but no con- 
ohiHion was reachcd, and a coinmittce of 
Ave was authorized, with Chairman Slgor- 
ney Butler ;vt its head, to cauvass tho situa- 
tion with other state delegations and de- 
termine the best course to pursue. It was 
decided that.in case there was a probability 
of more than one ballot, a complimentary 
voto should be cast for Secretary Olnoy. 
In case there seemed to bo a probability 
that tho convention will a'^ree upon the 
first ballot, tho Massachusetts dolegration 
will not cast a complimentary voto, but 
voto for tho candidate tho gold Democrats 
Intend bo support. 


A currency plank, offered by Charles A. 
Conant, v/aa /idopted and Henry E. Lamb 
authorized to present it to the rosolutions 
conmiittco. 
This plank is one which hos 
recelvod the indor.semont of tho treasury 
d&partmofii, nnd contains fiuggcntiotis by 
óccretai'y Carlisle. It is in part as follows; 


' W e recognisio tho fact that the oxist- 
Inp currency fiyntem of tho United States, 
crcatcdiua period of national .qtrens, is 
not based upon sound and scientific prin- 
ciples, and requires serious revision to 
adapt it to tlio needs of commerce and 
production. 


"The tendency of the system of govern- 
ment paper money and national 
bank 
notes based upon bonded securities has 
boon to restrict circulation where It was 
needed, to acoumulato Idle capital in a 
few cont-cra, to subjoct the rate of interest 
to unjust fluctuations and radical Inequal- 
ities in different sections, to restrict en- 
terprise and cripple industry, to make 
cuiToncy scai-co in times of business ac- 
tivity and redundantly plentiful in timos 
and places where it was needed, and at 
such timos to cjcpol tho surplus in the 
form of gold, che money of international 
exchango. 


"The gold standard has not l>een the 
cause, but the victim of thoso conditions. 
The banks also havo been tho victims of 
laws not of their making, the result of 
war necesGities, and havo Incurred unr 
merited ho.<itility, bocauso they havo boon 
prevented by thv:so laws from ronderinji 
tho services to agriculture, industry and 
coimnerco which should bo their legiti- 
mate) and natural function under a proper 
currency system. 


"We believe that tho protection of tho 
publlceredit a^^xalnst tho results of ajilta- 
tion for the debasement of tho metallic 
standard hus been rendered doubly diííi- 
cult by tho defectivo character of our 
pajier currency. 
The gold standard has 
borne tho odium of events for which it is 
not responsible, and which should be dl- 
rect-ed against tho vicious policy of gov- 
ernment paper currency, subject to per- 
petual reissue. 


"Wedenmnd, thorofovo. that tho initial 
stops bo taken for tho withdrawal from 
circulation of the legal tender notes, or for 
a change of the existing systeju of redemp- 
tion and reissue. 
And wo demand, in 
order tluit tlu-re )nay be no improper con- 
traction of the currency and that it niuy 
1x3 capiiblo of ready adjustment to tho de- 
mands of business, that tho present bank- 
ing Jaws be so modliled as to intorposo no 
obslucle to t-ho creation of an elastic bank- 
ing currency, subject to such control as 
shall insure unliormity, seuurlty and ro- 
doiiiption in standjrd coin on demand." 


It is not linprul)ciblc that a resolution' 
det'Jiiríní? in favor of the income taz will 
be adoptoil by tho convention.

Tho meeting between President Cleve- 
land and the Chinese prlnco tt)ok placo at 
the residence of ex-Socrctai'y William C. 
Whitney, at Fifth avonuo 
and Fifty- 
seventh street. Tho ambassador of China, 
with the title of Su-Y, was presented to 
the president of tho United States by Seo- 
rctary Olnoy, bowing low. 
Thon ono of 
his suite handed to Earl Li a tablet of yel- 
low satin, on which were engrossed rows 
of Chinese characters, which his oxcolloncy 
read to the president. He read with great 
deliberation, placing a finger upon each 
character as he read it. At its conclusion 
his interpretor proceeded to read tho ad- 
dross from an English translation, doing 
this with considerable effect. 
The ad- 
dress abounded in praiso of President 
Cleveland and hopes that the cordial rela- 
tions existing between the two govern- 
ments would evor continue. 
The presi- 
dent) responded in a similar vein, bidding 
the distinguished Chinaman a most cor- 
dial welcome. 


At the banquet in the evening, which 
was presided over by George P. Seward, 
ex-minister to China, Earl Li also read an 
address. 


Li Hung Chang spent Sunday quietly 
at tho Waldorf. In tho morning ho re- 
ceived his old friend. Colonel Forrester, 
and afterwards a delegation of Mott street 
merchants paid their respects to tho vice- 
roy. In tho afternoon Colonel Frod D. 
Grant escorted Earl Li and his party to 
tho tomb of General Gront. 
Thero wero 
'1,000 or 5,000 people on hand to seo tho 
great Chinaman. 


When tho members of the party alighted 
from tho carriages LI Hung Chang re- 
tained his seat until tho big red plush 
chair was carried forward from one of tho 
rear carriages. 
The walk from the drivo 
to tho tomb is only about fifty yards, but 
tho august man does not walk when out- 
side of doors in China, and it was deomed 
proper that ho should be carried to the 
spot in his own chair. Four stalwart po- 
licemen wore selected as tho bearers. 


When tho viceroy was let down at tho 
door of tho tomb ho got up from his seat, 
and preceded by Fred D. Gnint, General 
Horace Porter and his interpreter ontored 
the tomb. LI Hung Chang stood on tho 
first step, just inside tho gate- The florist's 
representative handed hini 
a wreath, 
which he laid against tho metal casket 
which cont-iiins Grant's remains. 


Thon followed a moment of profound si- 
lence. The viceroy bent his head, and 
seemed deeply Impressed. Ho did not shed 
tears, as on tho occasion when ho visited 
tho tomb of General Gordon. 
Turning to 
Colonel Grant ho said: "I am profoundly 
touched by this visit to the grave of one 
of tho greatest men I ever knew." 


Tho return drivo was through Central 
Park to Seventy-second street and down 
Fifth avenue to tho houso of Colonel Fred 
Grant, where ho called on Mrs. U, S. 
Grant, tho willow of tho man whoso mem- 
ory ho had just honored. 
Ho entered into 
a long talk with Mrs. Grant through the 
interpreter. Ho had mother in Clliina when 
aho was traveling with her husband, and 
ho seemed to have a great many questions 
to ask. He presented Mrs. Grant with 
some valuable dross stuffs and two largo 
boxes of tea. Tho party at Colonel Grant's 
house wero served with refreshments and 
the viceroy consented to drink a cup of 
teii, with some bread. It was tho first par- 
ticle of food LI Hung Chang has partaken 
of since ho came to this country, except 
that prepared by his own cooks. 


Li Hung Chang left this morning on the 
dispatch boat Dolphin for West Point. He

Nervous Shock. 


Now we often hear of obscure nerv- 
ous derangements with no other clear 
cause following railway accidents, and 
of strange nervous symptoms compli- 
cating such obvious physical injuries 
as may occui, and many questions are 
apt to be raised as to the possibility 
of such phenomena being due to any 
known degree of concussion or injury 
of the nervous centres, and not infre- 
quently much doubt is thrown on the 
bona-fides of plaintiflfs in such cases. 
While, however, quite admitting tho 
frequency with which fraud is at tho 
bottom of claims against railroad com- 
panics, it does not do to forget that 
something else beside mere physical 
injury may result from a railway acci- 
dent. 
If terror, a sudden and intense 
horror, or, As some would say, "a 
mere nervous shock/' without any 
physical injury at all, will produce 
long-lasting chauges in the mental 
and nervous mechanism, it would be 
strange indeed if such changes were 
not found in patients who, whatever 
tho nature or extent of their outer in- 
juries, have gone through the terrible 
shojk of a serious railway accident. 
From the moment of the first dancing 
on the rails, through the terrible time 
when passengers and portmanteaus 
are being tossed helplessly about, ui3 
to the moment when, with a final 
crunch, all becomes still, may not be 
a long time, but, short as it is, it is a 
spell of the intensest agony and ter- 
ror which can be conceived, and it 
would indeed be passing strange if it 
did not write deeply on many nervous 
systems its note of horror.—London 
Hospital,

New Way to Write Mnslo. 
The writing of music has made but 
rery little progress since the sixth cen- 
tury. when Pope Gregorius I. invented 
the system of notes which is still In use. 
The only changes which have been 
made in these thirteen centurics arn 
ilight Improvements, none of which 
have radically interfered with the prin- 
ciple and form, of the Gregorian notc%. 
Quite recently a new way has been 
found to simplify the writing down oT 
musical notes. 
The new system doet? 
away with the sharps and flats and 
with a great many of the more or less 
arbitrary signs that have boon Intro- 
duced Into music writing. The Kclonco 
of music is not touched, but the new 
writing is as much of an Improvement 
over the old as the typewriting of to- 
day is compared to the writing of ceu* 
turles ago. 


Professor Hans Wagnor has built up 
his system upon the principle of giving 
one note to each key. At the present 
time some keys may be expressed niu* 
sically in three different ways, while 
under Professor Wagner's simplified 
writing the black keys of the piano hava 
black notes, while the white keys are 
expressed by notes shown in outllna. 
The natural consequence is that piecea 
which were difficult to read are now 
brought within the scope of those who 
were good performers, although indif- 
ferent theoretical musicians. 
It must 
not be thought that tho musical piece 
Is changed In the least when written in 
the new style of notes it is simply an- 
other way of expressing ab.solutely the 
Identical piece In new characters. The 
greatest difficulty in reading ordinary 
music Is the occuiTcnce of a number 
of sharps or flats, which change the 
moaning of a note in a space or on a 
lino. Another great difficulty is the di- 
vision of the notes in a bar, and the 
extension of time given to u uore by 
punctuation and other marks. This in- 
genious new system docs away to a 
great extent with the most difficult 
problems of musical theory, and no 
matter how many times the key of a 
ploce of music may he changed, luo 
writing Is always the same.

CONCLUSION. 
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When breakfast is over and a few mo- 
Inents spent -with the only man AVC have 
inet awheel in the park, we make anoth- 
er start, this time for Norrls Geyser Ba- 
sin, 11 miles from the Hotel. On this 
road there isn't much to be seen except 
the Virginia Cascades and the Bcud in 
. the Road, which are G miles from Norris 
Basin. Being as they arc side by side, 
nnd the fall in the river over a succcssion 
of rapids, with one of about 140 feet at 
«V' 
""ffi® «f 
degrees, makes a grand 
" 
sight, as the bed is of a pebbly formation 
keeping the water in a sheet of white 
fo am the entire distance. 
We pass on 
now by Norris basin along to the Mam- 
moth Hot Springs, a description of which 
I M'ill give returning, as we return by the 
same road. This is the starting point 
for all visitors entering the park from 
the north by wagon or railroad. 


Arriving at the Mammoth Hot Springs 
about 12 o'clock ^ve pass through the 
Tort and clunb the Terraces, which are 
a few feet south of the buildings. 
The 
Mammoth Hot Springs, it is said, are 
now Avithout a rival as the most remark- 
able development of thermal action in 
the Avorld—occupying 170 acres, with 
thirteen distinct terraces and over fifty 
activc springs. 
These are located upon 
terraces built up of the contents of the 
Vater which comes from them, as is evi- 
dent to the visitor and can easily be seen 
by the fact that the water Sons in one 
direction until the terrace builds up so 
us to cause it to flow over at another 
point. 
To visitors entering the park 
from the north this is a great sight but 
to one entering from the Avest, as we did, 
after seeing the other scenery, i% is less 
interesting. 
AVe however visit the larg- 
est and most interesting points, among 
them being Liberty Cap, which is an ex- 
tinct hot spring fifty tv. o feet high and 
twenty feet in diameter at the base. 
It 
is formed of over-lapping layers of de- 
posit, evidently having been built up by 
the overflow of water through the orifice 
in the top. The next place is Minerva 
Terrace, Avhich is built up of > the con- 
tents of the Avater 40 feet high, coverini»- 
about three-fourths of an acre, with a 
hot spring at the summit some twenty 
feet in diameter. The quantity of*watcr 
overflowing is small compared Avith the 
amount of deposit, Avhich is about one 
sixteenth of an inch in four dayshenco 
you can imagine hoAv fast these terraces 
arc built. The next of importance is 
Jupiter Terrace, Avhich has the largest 
spring in this section, the diameter of 


f 
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foAvl; this lake is one mile long and a 
quarter of a mile Avide. 


Sailing on over the finest road in the 
park, we do not pass anything of inter- 
est until Ave come to Norris Geyser Ba- 
sin, except the Devil's Prying 
Pan, 
which is a s])ring about 20 feet in diame- 
ter and resembles a large pan containing 
hot ^rense having some Avater poured 
into It, 
We have doubled over 20 miles 
of the best road in the park—from Nor- 
ris to the Spring and return—and are at 
Norris Basin, Avhich has a number of 
eruptive geysers. 
These are not as in- 
teresting to us as they arc to the visitors 
from the north, for tne reason that Ave 
have seen more interesting ones in the 
Upper Basin, yet Ave are compelled to 
stop and look at the interesting fcAv, 
among Avhich are the Congress, Con- 
stant, Black Growler, N C A V Crater and 
Emerald Pool. 
The more important of 
these is the Black Growler, Avhich is con- 
tinually spouting forth a stream of steam 
about as large as a man's body to the 
height of 25 feet, with an occasional 
rumbling noise like the falling of some 
lar^e rocks upon others. 
Constant or 
"mmute man" is a little geyser about 300 
feet from the former, and spouts up 
every GO seconds throAving a small stream 
into the air about 20 feet, lasting a fcAv 
seconds. Emerald Pool, a short distance 
from the Black GroAvler, is a handsome 
emerald-tinted spring, 40x50 feet in size. 


Once more on our "bikes." Ave are off 
for the Fountain Hotel—our starting 
point. 
Three miles from these geysers 
we enter Elk Park, a beautiful valley 
surrounded 
by heavily timbered hills 
and mountains, Avith the Gibbon River 
quietly Avinding through it, Avhich leads 
us into Gibbon Can^'-on; here AVC folloAV 
the river for about four miles along pre- 
cipitious cliffs at places some 2000 high. 
This road, throughout the canyon's en- 
tire length, could hardly have been bet- 
ter constructed to afford a more com-

L—The embas- 
sies Avere not illuminated yesterday, tho 
annlverfiary of tho sultan's ooeesfllon to 
the throne, owing to tho rocoutmaasacres. 
The dragomen of 
the embassies, 
while 
they Avenfc to tho Yildiz kiosk to convoy 
the good Avlfihos of tho ambassadors, wore 
instructed to loavo notes, Avhieh, although 
they congratulato 
tho sultan upon 
the 
anniversary of his accession to tho throne, 
jpxprosscd deep ixigreb at tho rccent out^ 
raiios. There is nolonpror any doubt that 
the raassaoros wero organized by tho Turk- 
ish authorities. 
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Avhich is nearly 100 feet and the terrace 
occupies nearly livu acres. On the as- 
cent to this spring Ave have a view of 
X t h e iinest terrace in this locality. 
As AVC 
have seen so many springs and geysers 
Ave stop to see only the most important 
here, after Avhich AVC return to tho Fort, 
Avhere wo are shoAvn six elk, six ante 
lopes and three beavers tliat are being 
tamed to send to the national Capitol. 
I forgot to mention that on our road to 
the s})rings AVC passed four Avagons Avith 
a buffalo on each. The animals 
AVCJC 
bought in Texas and Canada to be put 
on the island in the lake. 


We leave here now, and as the eleva- 
tion is 0,887 feet AVC travel four miles, 
Avhich AVC have to Avalk nearly all thcAvay 
us AVC rise nearly lUUOfeet in the distance, 
passing through Golden Gate, Avhich is a 
picce of road passing along the base of 
Jiunsen Peak Avith the Southern extrem- 
ity of Terrace Mountain to our left. 
Tlirough this pass lloAVs the Gardiner 
river, Avhich has a beautiful falls of 
about GO feet at the Avest end of tho pass 
and affords a grand scene. 
The con- 
struction of this road—bcarcely a mile in 
length—Avas accomplished at an expense 
of $14,000, it being the most 
dillieult 
piece of road building yet encountered 
by the government engineers. 
About 
400 feet from the falls Ave pass a pillar 
about 13 feet high, Avhich was at one 
time a part of the solid mountain through 
Avhich this road runs. 
The rocky Avails 
Avhich rise 200 and ^00 feet are covered 
Avith a yellow muss, hence the nume— 
Golden Gate. 


Leaving this 
place 
AVC travel 
on 
through a beautiful valley or basin, as it 
is called, for six miles Avhen AVC come to 
-the Apollinaris iSpriugs AVhere Ave stop 
' for a drink of tJiis delicious spring 
» 5. water, Avhich is as fine and refreshing as 
tho article of commerce 
We also stop 
' hero ono hour for lunch or dinner, Avhen 
^ Ave are on our Avheels again and off for 
; " ^Norris Basin, and soon come to Ob- 
Bidian ClilL 


Obsidian Cliff is a Avonderful. moun- 
tain of glass rising about )350 feet above 
the road, the road pabHing along its base 
for 1000 feet. 
The vertical columns of 
obsidian, present a glistening, mirror- 
like effect when struck by the reliection 
of the suji'8 rays. 
The greater" part of 
this mineral glass is jet blaek and quite 
opaque, witii tnlces of similar formation 
in AvJiich can be seen streaks of red and 
yelloAv, 
We learn from the guide bouk 
tiuit the construction of tJiis road aloiig 
its base Avas accomplished in a novel 
manner and Avith considerable diilicultA; 
the 
use 
of 
blastiiig 
powder I eing 
out of tho question, great hroia Avere buiit 
around tho huge blocks of glass, Avlneii, 
Avhen expajuieil, Avere suddenly cooled 
by dashing water upon tiiem, resulting 
in shattering tlie large blocks into smafl 
fragments. 
Tiiis process made pot-sible 
the cojistruction of this really wonderful 
joadway,

Upon arriving at the Gibbon Palls, 
Avhose Avaters, tumbling in a foamy tor- 
rent doAvn a series of steep cascades, in 
a thin, shining ribbon of silvery spray 
from a height of something over eighty 
feet, fittingly conclude the attractions of 
Gibbon Canyon. 


The portion of the ride from the Palls 
to the valley of the Firehole River is a 
beautiful ride over an eastern park-like 
road through a succession of pine clad 
terraces, affording as grand a scene as 
any through some of tlie artificial parks 
of the east. 
Riding on about three 
miles farther, Ave cross the east fork of 
Firehole river and are noAv on the road 
to the hotel—the same road that AVC rode 
over the first night in the park, and are 
just one mile from the hotel, which Ave 
i'each at 8:15. after covering a distance of 
75 miles and seeing many sights Avorth 
the trip. 


This, the Fountain, Hotel is an ele- 
gantly constructed hotel with all modern 
improvements, and the onlv one in the 
park Avith natural hot Avater' baths. 
The 
accommodations at the hotels are very 
good, and the rates are $4.00 per d a y - 
one dollar for each meal and one dollar 
for lodging. 


As Ave have been ajl through the park 
on the park loads, and have seen more 
than the visitor sees in six days on the 
coach, Ave stop a fcAv minutes in LoAver 
Geyser Basin to see a few more geysers, 
&c. 
This is our 9th day. 
We ride 
2,000 feet to Fountain Ge3'ser, which AVC 
did not see erupt as the eruptions occur 
at intervals of from tAVO to four hours; 
Ave did not Avait for an eruption. 
A fcAv 
hundred feet from the geyser is the Mam- 
moth Paint Pot. This remarkable mud 
cauldron has a basin Avhicli measures 40 
by CO feet.with a mud rim on three sides, 
Avhich are from four to five feet in 
height. 
The Avhitish substancc Avhich is 
in this basin is in constant agitation, and 
resembles some vast boiling pot of paint 
or a large bed of mortar, and the contin- 
uous boiling has reduced the contents to 
a thoroughly^ mixed mass of selicious 
clay. 
There is a continuous bubbling up 
of mud, producing sounds like a hoarse- 
ly Avhispered ^^i^lop, plop,"Avhich rises in 
hemispherical masses, cones and rings. 


As I suppose the reader is tired of 
reading about geysers, I will not detain 
you Avith a description of any more, but 
Avill say Ave visited the Great B'ountain 
Geyser and numerous other springs in 
that vicinity, Avhich are about 2 miles 
from the hotel, after Avhich Ave return to 
the hotel, and strapping our **kodak"— 
Avhich Avas loaded Avith park scenes— 
upon our back, Ave, at 9:00 a. ni., bid the 
grandest of all grand and wonderful 
places adieu and leave for our little city 
by tho brin}' lake. 


Leaving the hotel Ave travel 2 miles to 
the foot of a mountain which i^ at the 
Avest of Firehole Uasin Avhero Ave ascend 
a rise of about 1,000 feet in less than a 
mile. 
TJiis is a pretty hard "push," but 
once at the top AVC give the last farcAvell 
to Firehole Basin, and Avheel on, over 
the same road upon Avhich we entered, to 
th(! park lino. 
Hero AVO stopped and 
found that we had been in the boundar- 
ies of the park just three days and 22 
hours, and in that time traveled 310 
miles. 


The return tiip, Avhich Avas over the 
same 
route, exccpt about 
100 miles, 
which we traveled goijig, Avill be given 
but a shoj't description. 
Ninth day AVC 
ride from Fountain Hotel to Bellevue 
Hotel, (53 miles. 
Tenth day from Belle- 
vue Hotel to Dubois, (30miles. 
Eleventh 
day fr4)m Dubois to Blackfoot, 78 miles. 
Twelfth da^' from Blackfoot to Davis, 07 
miles. 
TJiirteeuth day from Davis to 
Ogden, 97 miles, Avhero Ave arrive at our 
starting point at 7 p. m.

The more perishable the fruit the 
greater seems to be the cost of handling 
and fielling it. 


JACK'S SWEETHEART. 


A large insurance company has re- 
cently published returns for 17,375 
deaths, covering a period of ten years 
from 1884 to 1893. 
Of this number 
759 were the result of accident, in- 
cluding 76 homicides. This is an appall- 
ing proportion of murdere. No country 
in the world, not even Sicily, could 
match it. 
Elsewhere sober, respect- 
able, thrifty men who insure their 
lives are tolerably safe against mur- 
der. 
Her^ in every 2000 who die nine 
are murdered. Of these nineteen were 
fchot in personal quarrels. 
Actually 
of the class which insures in thiri 
country for every 1000 who die one is 
killed red-handed trying to kill some 
one else. 
No such barbarism exists 
on the planet in any other land calling 
itself civilized. 


One of the most remarkable men in 
public life at this time is Hon. H. W. 
Thompson, of Indiana, ex-Seoretary of 
the Navy. 
Mr. Thompson is now in 
his eighty-seventh year, and has been 
in public life ever since 1836. 
This 
year he presided 
over the Indiana 
iState Convention, and then visited St. 
Louis as a delegate to the National He- 
publican Convention. 
In spite of his 
advanced years, his mind is still vig- 
orous and unimpaired, while his body 
retains much of its former elasticity. 
He is to-day much stronger than hun- 
dreds of men who are twenty and 
thirty yenrs his junior and is capable 
of doing more hard work, As far back 
as 1840, 
when William Henry Har- 
rison was a candidate for President of 
the United States, Mr. Thompson was 
chosen as one of the electors from In- 
diana on tho Whig ticket. 
Ever since 
that time he has been a factor in 
American politics, and has participat- 
ed in every political campaign, 
Mr, 
Thompson is six months older than 
Gladstone and six years older 
than 
Bismarck, but while these veterans 
have Jaid aside the cares of office Mr. 
Thompson is still actively engaged in 
public affairs, 
On being asked the 
secret of his vigorous health at such a 
imtriarchal age, he replied that he had 
never indulged in vicious habits or al- 
lowed himself to acquire a taste for in- 
toxicating drinks. 
If a man ppssesses 
a good constitution at the beginning 
of life and does nothing to impair or 
diminish his physipal birthrighti 
in 
the opinion of the Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, there io no reason why his day« 
should not bo long in the land; nor 
has he any excuse, provided he has a 
fiiir amount of brains, for not becom- 
ing ft potential factor in his day and 
generation*

There never was 
such a fellow as

everybody in the 
hidden-away lit- 
tle fishing village 
o i 
Bracebridge 
would tell you, 
from 
the 
most 
ancient fisherman 
down to the tiniest inhabitant of this 
picturesque spot by the sea.

happens among birds, the female is 
larger and more brightly colored than 
her mate.

Elliott, "is as coy and retiriag as the 
most bashful maiden, turning away 
trom tne proffered attentions, first to 
this side, then to that, even flying to

Asbestos for Boots.

Every day brings out some new use 
for asbestos. 
Now it is proposed to 
use it in the soles of boots. 
Asbestos 
wool, pressed by hydraulic force into 
thin sheets, waterproofed on one side, 
is to be inserted as the middle sole. 
Asbestos is a nonconductor of heat 
and coldi and in conjunction with a 
waterproof material will have the ef- 
fect of counteracting the influence of 
heat, cold and moisture.

that asbestos-lined boots cannot creak 
in wear, and are much more flexible 
than ordinary boots, 
A man wearing 
Bsbestos boots can walk over live elec- 
tric wires in safety, as it is a noncon- 
ductor«

P»stTliroo Years—Scientists Flud 
a Kemcdy for tho l^ests. 


OUTHERN RUSSIA and Si- 
beria in the last three yenrs 
U ^ have been tho scene of tho rise 
and fall of a pest of mice. 
In 
some places the destruction of prop- 
erty by rodents was a serious item in 
the total of the general misery of the 
peasant class. 
Great swarms of these 
mico would suddenly appear in gran- 
aries, flour mills and storehouses, and 
in a few days little would be left ex- 
cept tho barrels or sacks. 
The mico 
seemed to have lost their ordinary fear 
of cats and would oven rush at them, 
relying on their force of numbers to 
make up for the loss of a few of their 
fellow mice. 


All kinds of traps were tried, but 
seemed to make no dimiuution of the 
numbers. 
Some mado their rendez- 
vous in churches, and fed off tho can- 
dles and prayer books. 
In the fields 
they were so numerous that tho women, 
who do tho most of tho larming in 
Russia, positively refused to go to 
work, or, if they did, wore men's top 
boots, with trousers bound 
tightly 
around the knees or ankles. 


The government of the province 
most infested finally offered a large 
reward ^ior some means of extermina- 
ting the" mice, and the bacteriological 
laboratories undertook the task of dis- 
covering some infectious disease that 
could be started among the mice that 
would make them die rapidly. 
There 
are a number of diseases which the 
lower animals at times develop which 
they alone are liable to. 
Thero are a 
number of human diseases which are 
fatal to animals also. 


Thus, tetanus, or lockjaw, affects 
most animals as well as man, and mice 
are especially susceptible to it. 
Pas- 
teur discovered a microbe, called the 
bacillus of malignant oedema, which 
can always be obtained by introducing 
under the skin of a rabbit or mouse a 
small quantity of ordinary garden 
earth. 
Mice, guinea pigs and rabbits, 
and many large animals are promptly 
killed by it. 
There is a special bacil- 
lus causing cholera and blood poison- 
ing in chickens, rabbits and small 
animals, which rapidly proves fatal to 
mice. 
There is a bacillus of hog 
cholera, which also affects mice. There 
is a bacillus which is especially likely 
to cause erysipelas and blood poison- 
ing in mice. 
It kills rabbits, white 
mice and house mice, but does not 
affect field mice. 


One of the laboratories obtained a 
microbe from a guinea i;)ig who died a 
natural death, which proved to bo 
especially deadly to mice, who died at 
the end of two or three days after 
being inoculated. 
The trouble with 
these microbes wa^ that the mice had 
to be caught first and inoculated with 
a hypodermic syringe. 


After much investigation the Russian 
bacteriologists discovered a microbe 
which not only killed mice when in- 
jected into them, but proved fatal i£ 
placed in their food. 
The name is tho 
bacillus typhi murium. 
It resembles 
somewhat the bacillus of typh aid fever. 
Though deadly to mice it did not seem 
to affect rabbits, guinea pigs, pigeons 
or chickens. 


To produce the new mice poison tho 
poisonous germs are cultivated in test 
tubes of gelatine. 
Then they are 
mixed with bread and water and dis- 
tributed iwhere the mice 
abound. 
The mice die rapidly, and the dead 
mico seem to kill oft* more than the 
Xioisoned food. 


The people in the province were 
overwhelmed with gratitude at the 
success of the scientists. 


As an illustration of the abundance 
of mice before this method was tried, 
the United States Consul at Odessa 
writes that when the army of mice, 
swarmed over houses and huts through 
the country, not only the dogs and 
cats refused to molest them, but the 
mice attacked men. 
While he himself 
was waiting for a train on a branch 
line of the Southwestern Railway, a 
clergyman with long hair, who was 
walking up and down the platform, 
stopped for a moment and raised tho 
end of a canvas which served as a cov- 
er for a large quantity of wheat, which 
was awaiting shipment. 
In an imitant 
an army of mice ran over him, and hie 
beard, hair and cloak were literall;v 
alive with them. 
To brush them ofl 
took some time, and when he finally 
thought himself free, he was dismayed 
to find a mouse in each of his trous- 
ers' pockets.
